A Havana correspondent writes: ‘There is a marked 
difference in the way Sundays are observed by the fam- 
ilies of Army officers in Cuba from the way they are 
passed in the United States. We never go to church 
here, for the reason that there are but two or three 
Protestant churches on the island, and none is near us. 
We generally spend the day reading or driving to some 
point of interest near by.” 





Maj. John Tweedale, Chief Clerk of the War Depart- 
ment, since July 1, 1882, has been the recipient of many 
congratulations on his appointment in the Army as As- 
sistant Chief of the Record and Pension Office. He 
served during the Civil War in the 15th Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, in various clerical capacities, was detailed to 
the A. G. O. in 1864, was appointed a civilian clerk in the 
A. G. O. in 1865, and resigned Jan. 24, 1873, to accept a 
clerkship in the office of the Secretary of War. The re- 
cent appointment is in every respeet a well deserved one. 
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The kind of pabulum fed to the public by the press 
is shown by the following despatch from Chicago: “At 
a meeting of the Baptist Ministers’ Association the Rev. 
D. D. Odell, of Joliet, Chaplain of the 3d Illinois in 
Porto Rico, declared that he was temporarily detached 
from his regiment because he dared to show his superior 
officers a sample of the nauseating rations which the 
men had to eat.” Such statements are more nauseating 
than any beef issued to the Army. 


One of our New York ministers in the course of his 
sermon on Sunday last, said: “I advocate the nomina- 
tion of Adml. Dewey for the Presidency of these United 
States, not as the nominee of any single party, but as the 
unanimous selection of all the parties combined. His 
ideas are national, not partisan; his character is cosmo- 
politan, not provincial; his patriotism is humanitarian, 
not selfish. In the Presidential chair he would be a 
Gibraltar against which the waves of corruption, bribery, 
injustice, stolen wealth and political infamy would beat 
only to break at his feet powerless as the wind-whipped 
foam. 
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Maj. Gen, Leonard Wood, Mrs. Wodd and other Army 
ladies and the Army officers in general have been patrons 
of the "recent races at Santiago de Cuba, One amusing 
feature was an extra race for mules, ridden by sailors be- 
longing to the U. 8S. S, Yankton; next a quarter of a mile 
race for Cuban ponies, ridden by employees of the U. 8. 
Government, other than those in the Army or Navy. The 
presiding judge was Capt. BE, C, Brooks, 6th Cav,, one of 
Gen. Wood's aides. His assistants were Maj. George M. 
Barbour and Col. Valjente, the latter being of the 
Cuban Army. Dr. Maurice Baldwin made an efficient 
clerk of the course, while as a starter Lieut. Matthew E. 
Hanna, another aide of Gen. Wood, was a pronounced 
success. 





Our foreign exchanges are taking note of the fact 
that during the late Hispano-American war considerable 
weakness was shown on board the United States battle- 
ships in electrical knowledge. The Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, in his annual report, said: “The Bureau 
regards with much concern the constantly increasing de- 
mands for repairs and renewals to the electrical outfits 
and supplies of ships. While there are some notable ex- 
ceptions, such as ships on the Asiatic station and the 
Oregon, the experience of ships on the home station 
seems to indicate that they cannot long be self-sustain- 
ing without dockyard electrical work. The number of 
officers who are familiar with electrical engineering 
seems to be decreasing rather than increasing.” The re- 
fusal of the Navy Board of Construction by a vote of 
four to one to extend the application of electrical power 
aboard warships is ascribed to this deficiency. 








The strain upon the President during the past six 
months has told heavily upon him, and while not ill, 
he shows the effects of hard work incident to the last 
session of Congress. There is yet a vast accumulation 
of business before him, including the signing of over 
three hundred commissions of Army and Navy officers, 
and the clearing up of matters that could not be con- 
sidered while Congress was in session. To regain his 
strength and take much needed rest, he has decided on 
a trip South to Thomasville, Ga., where he will devote 
ten days or two weeks in recuperation at the winter 
home of Senator Hanna. Mrs. McKinley and some of 
their near relatives who are now at the White House. 
will accompany the President. If the weather condi- 
tions are favorable the Presidential party will go to 
Savannah from Thomasville and make a short voyage 
on the Dolphin around the Gulf waters.

with the Secretary of Justice; Lieut. Frank McIntyre, 
to confer with and assist the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and Gen, John Eaton, as the advisor of the Secretary of 
the Interior, as regards educational matters.

The commander of the Northern Army in the British 
field maneuvers last year makes a note upon the experi- 
ence of his command which will be read with curiosity in 
other services. He says: “The experience of the ma- 
neuvers showed that except under extraordinarily favor- 
able conditions as regards weather and temperature 
many of the men cannot maneuver continuously carrying 
valises, They can carry them well during marches, even 
long ones, and occasionally during tactical operations; 
but if such operations are to be carried out for several 
days in succession they should not be called on to carry 
valises every day.” No wonder a foreign attache with 
the Army of Santiago is said to have expressed the inter- 
est with which he saw a regiment swinging along with a 
toothbrush stuck in each hat band as the principal piece 
of impedimenta. The officers’ camp chairs used in the 
English maneuvers measured 100 tons! No wonder “the 
baggage column was an anxiety.” 
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The French are haying their experiences with canned 
food. At Sens a number of men of the 82d Inf. were 
seized with vomiting and diarrhea of exceptional gray- 
ity, of whom twenty were sent to the hospital, and one 
or more died. An inquiry showed that the attack was 
due to the consumption of preserved food of defective 
quality. At Havre similar symptoms declared them- 
selves, although the resulting cases of illness were not 
so serious, but an inquiry attributed them to the same 
cause. At Havre 20,000 tins of preserved meat, which 
had been for some time in the stores, were opened, and 
though their contents were undoubtedly wholesome, 
they were thrown into the sea. Offers were made to 
buy the food in question, so that it might be given to 
dogs and pigs, but as a measure of safety the offers were 
refused. The French authorities are obviously not up 
to date. They should have roundly abused every one 
who ventured to suggest that the canned meat made 
them sick. They have evidently concluded that pre- 
served meat should not be kept too long in cans, for 
M. de Freycinet has addressed a circular to the officers 
in command of Army corps directing that, by Dec. 31, 
all the canned food dating from the years 1898 and 
1894, and all the salt pork dating from 1897 and earlier 
years, shall be consumed.

A little more than a year ago there were few rapid-fire 
6-inch guns on shipboard compared to the number afloat, 
but with the beginning of the war and the period follow- 
ing the peace protocol there have been wonderful strides 
made toward converting these pieces from slow fire to 
quick-fire weapons, until now every battleship has been 
fitted out and a*majority of the other types of vessels 
in commission. This work was all accomplished at the 
Washington Gun Factory, under the direction of the 
Ordnance Naval Bureau, and shows how great is the 
capacity of this factory for rapid workmanship. Mr. 
Roosevelt, when Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
brought to the attention of the Department the fact that 
the Philadelphia when at Honolulu early last year, had 
a battery inferior in all respects to that of a Japanese 
warship of similar class then lying in that harbor, At 
the time there was some probability of Japan's interfer- 
ing in the islands on account of alleged hardships im- 
posed upon Japanese subjects by the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment. From that time the work of converting all 6-inch 
suns afloat was pushed rapidly forward until now there 
are few on shipboard which are not fitted with the quick- 
fire equipment. Several of the vessels with Admiral 
Dewey’s fleet still have the old guns on board, and it is 
not practicable to substitute new quick-firers until they 
are brought home and the guns removed and shipped to 
Washington for the new device. All ships on the home 
station are being equipped as fast as the guns can be 
converted at the gun factory and reinstalled.

The most liberal programme for warship building ay- 
thorized by any Congress was provided in the closing 
days of the session which ended at noon on Saturday 
last, when authority was given for the construction of 
three battleships, to be superior in all respects to any 
now building in this country, and of 13,500 tons displace- 
ment; three armored cruisers of 12,500 tons displace- 
ment, or about three thousand tons larger than the 
Brooklyn, and six 6,500 ton cruisers of high speed and 
great steaming radius of action. No other Congress has 
provided so liberally for the Navy and the types of ships 
authorized are just those deemed most advisable to con- 
struct at present. It was also the first time for many 
years that Congress has adopted the full programme of 
naval increase recommended by the Navy Department. 
The fact that no appropriations were made for the ships 
and that it was provided that none should be contracted 
for until after the construction of an armor factory will 
not tend to hasten the completion of the new designs and 
plans, and it-is proposed by Admiral Hichborn, the Chief 
Constructor, to proceed leisurely in designing the new 
ships. Work, however, has already begun on the plans, 
but until the bureau chiefs have reached some conclusion 
as to the dimensions and other important features no ef- 
fort will be made to advance the work materially, They 
will be, however, in all respects distinctively American 
both in appearance and design, and few if arty foreign 
types will be taken as examples in preparing the plans. 
Admiral Hichborn states that no vessels of their dis- 
placement and class among the navies of the world will 
be superior to those he is considering and he intends that 
every feature of structure and equipment shall be de- 
cided on before contracts are awarded, so as to prevent 
changes in alteration after they are well under way. It 
is doubtful if bids for any of these ships will be adver- 
tised for under one year. 
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In the new naval personnel bill which passed Congress 
last week is a provision for the reorganization of the 
Marine Band by which this famous musical body will 
become one of the largest and finest bands in the world. 
For years it has been regarded as the leading military 
band of the Government, and under the direction of 
Bandmaster Sousa became widely known throughout the 
country as an organization of high order. The new bill 
almost doubles the membership of the organization and 
besides makes the leader rank with a 1st Lieutenant 
of marines with the pay and allowances of that grade. 
Heretofore the leader has been simply an enlisted man 
drawing about $75 a month, and having no commissioned 
rank, Sousa resigned from the band because he was 
not recognized by being given rank which all leaders of 
the great military bands of Europe are allowed. His 
successor, Fanciulli, now bandmaster of the Tist New 
York Regiment, was refused a re-enlistment because of 
his disobedience of orders from a superior officer during a 
parade here, when a young Lieutenant asked for lively 
music and the leader said that what he was giving was 
already lively. The present leader is a musician from 
Washington. By the terms of the personnel act the band 
is allowed one leader with commissioned rank, as assist 
ant leader, whose pay is to be $75 a month, and who 
shall have the allowances of a Sergeant Major; thirty 
first-class musicians at $60 a month, and thirty secon: 
elass at $50 and the allowances of a Sergeant. Tlic 
present strength of the band is not over forty, the musi 
cians as a rule receiving not more than $25 a month, 
which would not enable them to live except for outside 
engagements they are allowed by the Navy Department 
to accept. The whole band is to be reorganized under 
the new law and several high class musicians engage: 
who it is believed can be secured without difficulty on ac- 
count of the increased pay allowed. All members of the 
band are enlisted men and must pass satisfactory exami- 
nations physically before being enrolled. The Marine 
Band is the official musical organization of the Govern- 
ment in Washington and on all formal occasions at the 
White House is ordered out for duty. Its concerts at 
the Marine Corps headquarters twice a week have al- 
ways been largely attended and appreciated by Washinz- 
ton people. 





j 
All naval officers who were promoted as a result of the 
naval personnel act will have to undergo the usual pro- 
fessional and physical examinations. It has been found 
impracticable and almost impossible in fact, to order 
these officers before examining boards in Washington, 
and it has been decided therefore that boards shall be 
appointed to meet at all the leading naval stations before 
which. officers will be ordered to appear. Admiral Dewey 
was this week directed by cable to order the officers af- 
fected by the law how with his command to be examined 
and to have the records forwarded to Washington. Those 
officers stationed in Washington and at the Naval Acad- 
emy will be exatmified by the régular Medical Examining 
Board. Admiral Sampson will probably be directed to 
order boards of examination for officers attached to his 
command also, 
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SEACOAST FORTIFICATIONS. 


We showed last week how, after many years of halt- 
ing progress, the coast defences of this country have, 
during the past year, made a progress toward completion 
which is tealy remarkable considering the time in which 
the work has been done. In addition to what has been 
accomplished, the contracts uncompleted, which repre- 
sent probably the larger part of the sums appropriated, 
will, within a short time, give to our coast cities really 
effective, if not perfect, lines of defence. In addition 
ty the sense of public security that follows the improve- 
ment in our coast fortifications, with their accompani- 
ment of submarine defences, there is the very import- 
ant consideration that they add greatly to the effective 
strength of a Navy by releasing it from a duty which 
should be properly entrusted to the Army. 

This view was elaborated by Capt. A. T. Mahan, U. 
s. N., in a series of articles published in the London 
“Times” late last year. The title of these papers was 
“The war on the sea and its lessons.” What this dis- 
tinguished naval authority has had to say on this sub- 
ject seems to have been received with approval, that is, 
it did not exeite epposition, except in this particular of 
eacoast fortifications. Upon the subject several Eng- 
lishmen, and some of them men of prominence in mili- 





tary cireles, rose up to protest vigorously. The burden 
of their objections was that England had been through 
all this business, had wasted a lot of money on coaét 
forts, and now Mahan was likely to cause a new popu- 
lar distemper and raise an outery for new forts on the 
old ones, costing more money that had better be spent 
on more ships and floating guns. The energy with 
which these views are pressed indicates that there is 
a strong feeling behind it, and it cannot be altogether a 
feeling for economy. With that, or rather in its place, 
must be a belief that the English have a better way, 
a truer military principle. What then was the argu- 
ment of Capt. Mahan which our neighbors over the way 
have replaced by something better? 

Capt. Mahan’s whole discussion was based on the 

’ tacts of the American Navy as it was when the war 
began, Theoretical conditions did not enter the prob- 
lem he presented, which contained as its elements a 
given number and character of ships in our Navy, 
coust defenees in a certain condition of unpreparedness, 
a hostile fleet supposed to be of very nearly equal value, 
a field of operations near our own coast and a condition 
of alarm among our people. It was necessary to shut 
up the enemy in Cuba by a force that could withstand 
an attack by the foreign fleet, and on account of the 
narrowness of the island at its western part, and the 
chain of railroads crossing it and running along its 
northern coast, the blockade must cover two hundred 
miles of its northern coast and one important point on 
the southern coast. 

If it had been possible to neglect our home ports en- 
tirely, because of thorough coast defence or for any 
other reason, it might have been feasible to accomplish 
all this even with our small fleet, though 26,000 tons of 
it was locked up in vessels designed especially for coast 
defence and not for active work on the sea. The actual 
condition eompelled our Government to divide its forces. 

The Flying Squadron was formed and stationed at 
the most central point of the Atlantic coast, with scouts 
it distant points, and this disposition did not leave 
force enough for the work necessary off Cuba. The 
blockade off Cienfuegos was reduced to one unarmored 
observation vessel and less than half of the long line 
on the northern coast was occupied. Our first disposi- 
tions exhibited our weakness, and Capt Mahan argues 
that as the hostile fleets were, or were supposed to be, 
very evenly balanced in power, the inferiority we showed 
so promptly must have been due to the devotion of a 
considerable part of our mobile force to a work which it 
ought not to have been called upon to do, the defence of 
harbors that might be threatened. 

If our harbor defences had been perfected, Schley 
night have been sent early, and no doubt would have 
heen sent, to Cienfuegos with a fleet strong enough to 
sive Cervera a stout fight if he attempted to force the 
blockade.

The fect that English opinion even in part does not 
accept the plain conclusions to be derived from our 
experience indicates the unique position which Great 


Britain occupies. She has cultivated the sea, and while 
the huge land forces of other nations have reached a 
condition of equality, in numbers that is, each one hav- 
ing more trained men than any living General ean 
handle effectively, there is no doubt that the English 
have a real naval supremacy, and their ambition is to 
equal any other two nations in naval etrength. Eng- 
land’s dependence is, therefore, not on coast defence 
so much.as her ability to occupy an enemy by a vigor- 
ous attack upon his home ports. Her compact little 
island is very sueceptible of defence and her complete 
system of railroad transportation permits the rapid con- 
centration of troops and guns at any threatened point, 
and the gathering of thousands of navvies to improvise 
additional works of defence under the direction of com- 
petent engineers. English plans of coast defence in- 
clude these possibilities. Whatever the critics may re- 
mark of Capt. Mahan’s views as applied to English, [rich 
and Scotch coasts, the British Government adopts them 
absolutely for its outlying possessions. It is not con- 
tent with the strong harbors it has in the West Indies 
and Nova Scotia, but is studying and spending to make 
them stronger. It was a hard wrench to find that Wei 
Hai Wei was worthless unless they spent money on new 
forts, but in the end the money will be granted. 

The completion of our defences which we may look 
for in reasonable measure within a few years will be 
a day of release for the Navy. Hitherto the idea of 
providing half-mobile ships for harbor use only has had 
too much influence upon our expenditures and construc- 
tion. When the people are satisfied with their condition 
of safety it will be possible to develop the Navy without 
disturbance from distracting questions which ought to 
have no weight in determining the true line of progress. 


MARINE CORPS VACANCIES. 

No branch of the public service has been more fortu- 
nate in securing Congressional legislation for its ben- 
efit and advancement in recent years than the Marine 
Corps. The provisions made in the Navy Personnel bill 
in the interests of the corps have resulted not only in 
the promotion of practically every officer but have cre- 
ated a large number of vacancies which are now at the 
President’s disposal. In some grades every officer is ad- 
vanced to a higher rank while in others, ai a rule, all are 
moved. up a peg or more. As a result tuere now exist 
in the Quartermaster’s Department three vacancies car- 
rying the rank of Captain which may be filled either from 
the line Captains or from the large number of junior offi- 
cers soon to be appointed. In all there are now 96 ap- 
pointments at the President's disposal, for which there 
will be the liveliest competition both in and out of 
the service. By the terms of the Personne! act there are 
to be appointed during this year 45 Ist Lieutenants, 45 
2d Lieutenants, and 5 Captains, leaving 15 vacancies in 
the grade of 1st Lieutenant and 15 in the grade of 2d 
Lieutenant to be filled after Jan. 1, 1900. These appoint- 
ments are all to be made after competitive examinations 
to be held at Washington this month. A conference 
this week between the Secretary of the Navy and Gen. 
Heywood, Commandant of the Corps, led to this decis- 
ion, it having been determined that the first list of candi- 
dates examined shall be those 2d Lieutenants who 
served in the war with Spain, and are desirous of ap- 
pointment; second, of meritorious non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps; and third, from civil life. 
From this list selections will be made to fill vacancies in 
the grade of Captain now existing and those that will be 
made by transfer to three staff positions. The indica- 
tions are that a large number of Volunteer officers will 
enter the contest and probably at least a score of non- 
commissioned officers will be given the privilege of 
competing. The number of civilians who will seek ap- 
pointments is expected to be enormous, and numbers of 
applications have already been filed and more will follow 
unquestionably. It has been settled that all exami- 
nations will be. rather broad Key and general in 
their requirements. ‘The professional examination will 
be that applied to all men entering the corps, Aside from 
these appointments the President will shortly select the 
resent leader of the Marine Band for the rank of Ist 
Pieutenant. with allowances which the new law allows. 
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PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF VOLUNTERRS. 


Presley C. Hunt, M. D., of Washington, D. C., 
read a paper on this subject before the D. C, Medical 
and Surgical Society, from which we take the following: 

The late war with Spain furnished me the opportunity 
to examine 1,798 men; 964 at the time of recruiting or 
mustering in, and 834 belonging to regiments which had 
seen service in Cuba and Porto Rico previous to its 
being mustered out. The general appearance of a man 
enters quite largely into his examination, and in two in- 
stances, when I was about to reject on general pee. 
the Captains of companies urged me to pass the men. 
One of these was afterwards discharged, not having the 
physical stamina for camp life. The percentage of men 
passed was 54 per cent. The percentage of men goosed 
in the Regular Army during the past year was per 
cent. 

In the examination of 362 colored men, I rejected one 
for cataract of the left eye; one for external strabismus; 
all others passed eye teste.

In the Spanish-American War the Volunteers had 
been little more than a costly experiment. 

This analysis shows that we cannot take a man un- 
trained for military service and get the same se 
from him as from a Regular. 

It had been argued that the National Guard would be 
effective, but many of the men had never undergone a 
physical examination; and when it was attempted to 
muster this organization into the United Shatee service, 
sO Many men were thrown out as to prac destroy 
the oj paraation. Their military training was also most 
superficial.

THE GOMBZ FESTIVITIES. 


Havana, Cuba, Sunday, Feb, 26. 

This is the maddest day of the whole year, the wind- 
up of the Gomez festivities. A cloud of flour hangs over 
the city like a mist and the tailors will be happy. The 
frolic began on Friday, when the “Old Man,” as the 
Cubans call him, rode into the city at the head of a cou- 
ple of thousand Cuban insurgents, infantry and cavalry. 
The civil societies and firemen turned out as usual and 
added splendor to the scene. Saturday was given to 
feasting and dancing. The great ball came off Friday 
evening, at the Tacon Theatre, and was a grand success, 
Gen. Gomez dancing three times, and very well, too, 
though he is over 70 years of age. He came in about 10 
o'clock, wearing an overcoat, although ogy was 
beginning to form on me. As he ente the band 
played the Cuban national air, and every one rose as he 
made the circuit of the room, accompanied by Gen. Lud- 
low and his staff. Gens. Brooke and Lee were also there 
and numbers of officers. The house was beautifully dec- 
orated with flowers, greens and flags. 

To-day must be seen to be believed. Bverybody in 
town is throwing flour, and the “reconcentrados” must 
go without bread for a week; to-night is another proces- 
sion with the Bomberos trotting along in their rubber 
boots.

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KRUPP PROCESS ARMOR. 


In a memorandum concerning Krupp process armor 
furnished to the Senate Naval Committee, Charles 
O’Neil, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, states that 
during the past year the Krupp process armor has passed 
the experimental stage and is being manufactured com- 
mercially on a large scale abroad and on a moderate 
scale by the Carnegie and Bethlehem companies in this 
country. A six-inch experimental plate furnished by the 
Bethlehem company in November last withstood six 
shots striking with a velocity that should have carried 
them through 13 inches of wrought iron, or nearly 8 
inches of ordinary face-hardened armor. These results 
were so conclusive that the two American companies re- 
ferred to announced that they were prepared to manu- 
facture Krupp armor commercially, would submit 
such armor to a ballistic test 25 per cent. more severe 
than that now required; and in the latter part of last 
year they contracted to furnish Krupp armor for a Rus- 
sian battleship now being built at the Cramps’ works in 
Philadelphia. ‘The tests for this armor are severe, and 
are to be made at Indian Head by the Navy Department 
as a matter of courtesy to the Russian Government 
(which pays all costs of the same), — ’ 

The peculiar qualities of the Krupp armor are its 
depth and hardness of face, extreme toughness of back, 
and immunity from cracks under numerous heavy im- 
acts. The process of manufacture is not patented, but 
is a so-called trade secret, though it is not wholly so. 
The chemical composition of Krupp plates is known to 
be practically as follows: Nickel, not less than 3.5 per 
cent,; chromium, not less than 1.3; carbon, not less than 
.2; manganese, not more than .4; copper, not more than 
‘07; phosphorus, not more than .03; sulphur, not more 
than .03; silica, from .05 to .15. ae 

The chief difference from the Harvey formula is in the 
use of the chromium, which possesses the property of 
keeping carbon in the form of “hardening carbon” and 
raising the limit of saturation for carbon, thus facilitat- 
ing the process of carburization before tempering. Hy- 
droecarbon gas is used in the carburization of the Krupp 
plates, and oil must be used as the cooling medium, 

As regards the cost of manufacture, but little can be 
said except by those engaged in the business. They 
claim that their output is smaller arid that the risks of 
losses are greater with Krupp than with the ordinary 
armor, and that they are under agreement to pay $45 
per ton as royalty. Both the American armor companies 
have informed the Bureau of Ordnance, in writing, that 
the lowest price for which they will undertake the man- 
ufacture of Krupp armor is $545 per ton, including roy- 
alty. They argue that if $400 (with royalty for face- 
hardening process) is a fair price per ton for the pres- 
ent quality of armor, $500 per ton is a fair price for 
armor 25 per cent. more resisting in quality, the Gov- 
ernment paying the royalty in either case, and that this 
price is less than they are now receiving for the armor 
for the Russian battleship, and is less than is being paid 
abroad. 

Krupp armor appears to be coming into general use in 

other countries. England, Russia, Germany, France 
and Japan are all using it. Commo. O'Neil says: “As 
regards the price now being paid abroad for Krupp ar- 
mor, I have positive information from one of the prin- 
cipal British armor-making establishments, which now 
has large domestic and foreign orders, that they are not 
selling # to anybody for less than £117 sterling ($568.62) 
er ton.” 
The manufacture of this armor in America gave new 
proof of the remarkably diversified resources of this coun- 
try. It was necessary to import the chrome-iron alloy 
for the first armor we made. ‘Those who are inter- 
ested in chemistry may remember that the first employ- 
ment of a chemist in any American technical establish- 
ment was in the Maryland chrome iron works more than 
sixty years ago, and it is remarkable that the chemist, 
Prof. W. P. Blake, is living still. 
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COLONEL MILEY’S BOOK. 


An account of the Santiago campaign by one of the 
most active officers on Gen. Shafter’s staff would be an 
important publication, however the story were presented, 
and Col. J. D. Miley’s “In Cuba with Shafter,” gives 
us a fulness of particulars that makes his book the 
most valuable record we have had of some phases of the 
expedition. After the wordiness of correspondents, it is 
a pleasure to read a narrative in which every sentence 
carries its necessary information. 

Col. Miley gives us an inside view of the early his- 
tory of Gen, Shafter’s command which in April consist- 
ed of one regiment of cavalry, eight of infantry, eight 
light batteries, and a company of Kngineers, and was or- 
ganized to give assistance to the Cuban troops. Its 
movement was to be a mere reconnaissance and Geu. 
Shafter was instru.ted to ;emain in Cuba but a few days, 
Our military attitude then was one of watchfulness only 
and orders were changed rapidly until Cervera’s loca- 
tion was defined, when vacillation ceased and the De- 
partment acted with energy and single purpose. 

The narrative indicates very plainly some matters 
which will need attention in another war. The attempt 
to use freight cars for storage broke down completely and 
the author says that time would have been saved by un- 
loading the railroad trains, sorting the freight in store- 
horses and drawing on them for the transports. This 
has been recognized long ago in countries where they 
make war more often than we, and may be considered 
an absolute necessity in the preparation for a campaign. 
The expedition took about 5,( tons of supplies. 

Correspondents gave very serious trouble. The Gus- 
sie expedition was repulsed because of the information 
they gave. Gen. Shafter attempted to protect the sec- 
ond expedition, on the Florida, by ordering the corre- 
spondents to keep it secret, on pain of having their cre- 
dentials revoked, but when three of them disobeyed and 
yublished full accounts of it, they were forgiven by the 
Var Department. When the expedition sailed it had 88 
of these gentlemen “assisting.” he hotel at Tampa was 
filled with “followers of the expedition, friends and rela- 
tives of officers, Cuban officers and their friends and 
sightseers,” and Gen. Shafter could not go to the tele- 
graph office without exciting great remark. No wonder 
Lord Kitchener sent his correspondents back to the base 
as soon as Omdurman was taken! 

From Col. Miley’s story we judge that the cavalry

After doing this work he was 
to re-embark and proceed to _Banes. 

In* his narrative of the battle of San Juan we 
get occasionally a new point. Col. Miley tells us that 
at 10 a. m, there was no fire of any kind from the ene- 
my and that Col, Carroll's brigade crossed the Aguadores 
without drawing the enemy’s fire. Our men went into 
the action with 100 rounds which lasted all day. The 
Spanish account of the enemy’s numbers is accepted, and 
the defenders of the San Juan intrenchments are given 
at 250 to 300 at first, reinforced about 11 o'clock up to a 
total of about 750 men. If this is a correct estimate we 
must accord them as much honor as their vigorous and 
determined comrades in Caney. recommendation to 
retreat, Col. Miley allots to the close of the second day, 
when exhaustion began to be felt severely. Gen. Wheeler 
says it was on the first day. Our author tells us that 
“some officers even came back to headquarters and im- 
portuned Gen. Shafter to withdraw.” The often repeated 
story of sharpshooters in the jungle is denied. The fall 
of the long range Mauser bullets led to the belief that 
they were there, but parties sent out to hunt them failed 
to find one. 

Col. Miley was one of the cummissioners to arrange 
the surrender and gives us a minute account of the nego- 
tiations. Afterward he was sent through the province 
to receive the surrender of outlying posts and we have 
an interesting account of his experiences. We are told 
in history that the fall of Babylon was not known in all 
parts of that great city for three days after the fact, but 
there were parts of Santiago province that had not heard 
of Toral’s surrender a month after it took place. 

Historians will receive Col. Miley’s book as one of the 
best and most accurate accounts of the stirring events 
it describes. His style is clear and exact and the book 
a credit to an American officer every way. “Scribner” has

While larger than the Ohio and Missouri class of ves- 
sels authorized last summer, the new battleships pro- 
vided in the last Naval Appropriation bill will be laid on 
somewhat similar lines, though their dimensions wil/ 
be somewhat greater. The plans so far as decided upon 
provide for vessels of 18 knots’ speed and a larger steam- 
ing radius than battleships usually have. The question 
of ordnance is no longer under discussion, and differ- 
ences of opinion which formerly existed between the 
Ordnance and Construction Bureaus having been defin- 
itely settled last year, there will be no controversy be- 
tween the adherents of the larger and smaller caliber 
of guns for the main batteries. It seems as if the 13- 
inch gun has been suanioned setieety. and in ite place 
will be substituted the 12-inch such as the new battle 
ships now building will carry. The conclusion to place 
lighter guns of higher caliber on battleships was the 
subject of prolonged debate a year or two ago, but it ix 
admitted now especially since the Santiago sea fight. 
that the 12-inch weapon is a more effective gun for all- 
around work. The new vessels will each mount four 
12-inch in two turrets, fore and aft. Bight-inch guns 
have been abandoned in favor of an increased number 
of sixes, no less than sixteen of this caliber, all rapid- 
fire, pon) been decided upon as a part of the battery. 
The secondary battery will comprise twenty six-pound- 
ers, besides some other smaller machine guns, The 
protection will consist of a belt of armor 7 feet 6 inches 
broad, running clear around the water line, 3 feet 6 
inches above and 4 feet below, of a thickness of about 
16 inches at its heaviest part, and reduced to 12 a 
some points. The unarmored type of cruisers will be 
improved Marbleheads with better batteries and greater 
coal capacities. All these ships will be sheathed with 
wood over the steel hull and fully coppered to enable 
them to keep the seas even in tropical waters for many 
months without undergoing the necessity of being dry- 
docked. It is expected these vessels will cost about 
$600,000 more than the Marblehead class.

Lieut. Southerland, of the Navy, was the only officer 
of either Navy or Army present at the Tampa Conven- 
tion, although all the States were well represented by 
Governors or other high officials. The convention ap- 
proved the provisions of H. R. bill 11,535 authorizing 
tlie organization of a National Naval Reserve, and ear- 
nestly urged upon Congress the desirability of passing 
the bill. A resolution was unanimously adopted by, the 
convention recommending framing and presenting to the 
Government a project for legislative enactment which 
shall cause to be enrolled and made part of the national 
military and naval forces of the United States the 
various organizations and bodies of National Guard, 
State troops, Militia, and Naval Reserves as an enrolled 
reserve force. It was recommended that the Governor of 
Florida appoint such detail as he may think suitable to 
prepare such a bill as may best embody and carry out 
the poeane of these resolutions and the general intent 
of the convention. As soon as a bill is drawn up, the 
committee will be called to meet in New York to bring 
the subject before the remaining States, and to so ar 
range that it will be brought before Congress by Repre- 
sentatives of all States concerned.

In answer to an inquiry from the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Controller of the Treasury replies that in his 
opinion officers now in the service and appointed for the 
war period, if absent on specific duty when the treaty of 
peace becomes effective, may be continued in the service 
until their return as contemplated by the Department, 
unless it is determined that their services may be sooner 
dispensed with, with due regard to the public service. 
The. Controller has modified a decision of the Auditor 
so as to allow enlisted persons in the Marine Corps an 
increase of one-fourth their former pay while detained 
beyond their terms of enlistment: but this is not to be 
computed upon the 20 per cent. increase for service in 
time of war as provided by the act of April 26, 1898, to 
enlisted men in the Army. Another decision has been 
rendered by the Controller which affirms a decision of 
the Auditor in the case of Professor 8. J. Brown, of the 
Navy, who appealed from a settlement dated Oct. 19, 
1897, disallowing his claim for the difference between 
the pay of an Ensign during the first five years from date 
of his commission as such and the pay of an Bnsign 
after five years from such, which he alleges is due him.

HEALTH CONDITION IN MANILA. 

Some interesting facts have been contributed to the 
War Department concerning the health conditions at 
Manila in a report submitted by Lieut. Col. Lippincott, 
Chief Surgeon, under date of Jan. 22 last. He states 
that the city of Manila and suburbs are much improved 
sanitarily, while the quarters of troops are more healthy 
and commodious than they were several months ago. 
The establishment of a convalescent hospital upon Corre- 
gidor Island with a capacity for accommodating 400 per- 
sons if necessary. his island is at the entrance of 
Manila Bay, where there is a refreshing sea air and less 
excessive heat and an absence of the naturally unhealthy 
conditions surrounding Manila. He reports that he has 
become satisfied that chronic rheumatic and dysenteric 
cases will not recover in the climate of Manila and sur- 
rounding places and he had therefore determined to send 
many of them home.  agenneren | eceeyeng the health 
of the command must be reported fairly good. The sick 
list continues somewhat large, but a reference, he says, 
to tables accompanying the report would seem_to indi- 
cate a gradual decline, with some fluctuations. The total 
percentage of sick has declined from 12 37-100, on Nov. 
7, to 8 70-100 on Jan. 16. There is also a marked de- 
crease in the number of typhoid cases. The decline in 
malarial cases has been considerable, while complaints 
from dysentery remain about the same. | 

Smallpox continues to prevail to a considerable degree, 
though not to an alarming extent. The hope was that 
it would have been stamped out long before this, but the 
arrival of new and careless troops, together with the fact 
that this is the season when the disease prevails to the 

reatest extent, has made. its continuance unavoidable. 

Snergetic measures have been taken to prevent its 
spread. The entire command has been vaccinated at 
least four times since the appearance of the disease. To 
Jan. 16 there have been 124 admissions to the smallpox 
hospital and 33 deaths. There have been 204 deaths in 
the entire command since the arrival of the troops in the 
Philippines, among which 61 were typhoid. ne hun- 
dred and thirty-nine enlisted men have been returned to 
the United States on account of sickness and for fur- 
ther treatment at San Francisco.

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ARMY REORGANIZATION PLAN. 

Plans were formulated this week at Washington for 
putting into effect immediately the provisions of the 
Army Reorganization bill which passed Congress just 
before adjournment, and a general order has been pre- 
pared and was issued on Friday establishing a reorgani- 
zation of the enlisted strength and indicating the neces- 
sary assignments to the various arms of the service. 


The application of the law is put into effect already as 
far as practicable and enlistments have been ordered at 
all the leading recruiting stations of the country, and will! 
be continued until the full quota determined upon as the 
maximum ‘strength of the Regular Army is reached. 
Before the preparation of this order several conferences 
were held at the White House early in the week at 
which all the features of the bill were considered and 
their interpretations discussed and passed upon by the 
Secretary of War and Attorney General. Consideration 
was given to the subject of dividing the Army into three 
corps, consisting of infantry, artillery and cavalry, but 
no decision was reached nor was it announced what ac- 
tion would be taken with reference to re-enlisting 
the Volunteers now in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, who may wish to enter the Regular service. It 
has been practically decided that at least for the present 
a standing army of 65,000 men will be sufficient to meet 
all demands of the Government both at home and abroad 
without necessitating the enrollment of natives in the 
islands, for which the new law gives authority. The 
General Order we publish this week will show the com- 
position of this force. 

It has been decided by the President that the bill 
limits the appointments of high ranking officers to two 
Major Generals instead of allowing five, the number the 
President had hoped to have at his disposal. There is 
no doubt as to the President's right of appointing five 
Major Generals when the Army has been enlarged to its 
full strength of 100,000 men as authorized by law, but 
it is doubtful whether the full limit will ever be reached. 
The two Brigadiers selected for promotion are Brigadier 
General Elwell S. Otis, U. S. A. (Major General. U. 8S. 
V.), now commanding the American troops in the Philip- 
pines, and Brigadier General William R. Shafter, U. S. 
A. (Major General, U. 8. V.), now commanding the De- 
—— of California. These two were selected from a 
ist of eight, which included, in addition to their names, 
these: Maj. Gen. James H. Wilson, Maj. Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, Maj.

Gen. Leonard 
Wood. In selecting Gen. Shafter and Gen. Otis the 
President takes the two senior officers on the list. Be- 
fore making the official announcement to satisfy any 
doubt an opinion will be rendered by the Attorney Gen- 
eral on the question whether it is necessary to reappoint 
them or continue them under their present Volunteer 
commissions. The law on this question is as follows: 
“The President shall have power to continue in service 
or appoint Major Generals of Volunteers.” While thus 
disposing of the only two appointments in the rank of 
Major General, the President has power to anpoint sev- 
eral Brigadiers and has selected Maj. Gen. J. H. Wilson, 
Maj. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, both from civil life; Maj. Gen. 
H. W. Lawton, Maj. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Maj. Gen.

arch 8 orders were issued to muster out the 12th New 
York Volunteers, pow at Matanzas, and this action will 
be followed by directions for mustering out a number of 
other Volunteer o izations until all have been re- 
turned home and harged. It is believed that the 
occasion has arrived when a considerable reduction of 
the military force in Cuba may be authorized safely, 
and to reduce the strength before the rainy season sets 
in a gradual movement will soon be made toward return- 
ing troops home.

As 
Volunteer troops are to be withdrawn on the theory that 
the intricate problems of forming a new government may 
be solved without the presence of so rge a pe A 
force, there is no present purpose of replacing them wi 
Regular troops. 


THE BEEF INQUIRY. 

The principal witness of the week was Dr. Maxwell 
Christine of Philadelphia, who has been quoted repeat- 
edly as saying that he had seen chemicals injected into 
beef in Chicago. It turned out that he did not know 
that the substance was a-so-called “chemical,” and he 
had been informed since that it was a solution of salt 
and sugar. Lieut. F. G. Taylor, of the 6th Massachu- 
setts, testified that the canned roast beef was unfit to 
eat. He is a grocer by occupation and had handled in a 
commercial way canned roast beef, but it was a different 
kind of meat to that issued to the troops. This regiment 
went to Porto Rico on the Yale with Gen. Miles. The 
men were underfed on the way down... The witness be- 
ing asked “Was this state of underfeeding carried to 
Gen. Miles?” said: “No; I did not think it could be car- 
ried over the head of our Colonel.” “Was it represented 
to him?” “I think it was, and I heard a conversation with 
the Commissary Captain on the subject. The Commis- 
sary said the men were getting all they were going to 
get and more than they would get after landing.” { 

H. C. Miller, formerly — in the 8th Ohio, said 
at first the Cubans accepted the roast beef but later re- 
jected it entirely. : 

Lieut. Col. Curtis Guild said that at Jacksonville he 
had turned back 42,000 pounds of canned roast beef as 
unfit for use. It had been shipped from the Commissary 
Department at New Orleans. There was no particular 
complaint of what was issued. Refrigerated beef lost its 
value as an article of food when transferred from one 
refrigerator to another, being submitted to re-icing pro- 
cesses. If it could be issued to the troops directly from 
the first refrigerator, the refrigerated beef might be pre- 
ferable. Where refrigerated beef had to be hauled in 
Army wagons behind a moving body of troops it would 
be preferable to supply beef on the hoof. 

Q. M. Sergt. E. I’. O'Sullivan, of the 9th Massachu- 
setts, contributed to the technology of the inquiry by 
saying that the canned roast beef was a very inferior 
article and had no more nutriment than boiled rope. The 
refrigerated beef “had a deathly odor.” : 

Lieut. F. L. Munson, 9th Inf., testified that his men 
begged for bacon instead of the canned roast beef. His 
Commissary Sergeant complained to him that the canned 
roast beef was making the men sick. The witness said 
he had noticed men vomiting after eating the canned 
roast beef. The men told him this beef was unpalatable 
and nauseating. He had three times condemned the 
entire daily issue of refrigerated beef on account of its 
being spoiled. The meat had to be buried. — 

The Court adjourned Monday to meet in Chicago 
Thursday. Probably two weeks will be spent in hearing 
witnesses in Chicago, Kansas City and Omaha.

He continued for some time giving orders to his t s, 
and refused to allow a man in the firing line to aésist 
him to the rear. His 1st Lieutenant, Byram, was him- 
self shot, but continued to lead his men until the wound 
and the heat overcame him and he fell in a faint.”

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Americans will yield a ready sympathy” to the French 
who have been greatly shocked by the’ ex- 
plosion of a magazine at Toulon. The magazine 
contained 50 tons of black powder and some smokeless 
powder, There were 54 persons killed and 130 wound- 
ed. A remarkable atmospheric change was wrought by 
the explosion. Before it occurred the sky was clear, 
but shortly after rain began to fall. The surgeons note 
some eurious effects among the injured. In some cases 
muscular tissues were torn through, though there was 
no outward bruise or abrasion. Some of the patients 
who were unscathed bodily sustained shocks to the brain, 
which rendered them delirious. Wild rumors of ma- 
licious intent have been circulating, but a commission of 
inquiry attributes the explosion to accident.

_ Gen. William Ludlow sent to the “Evening Post” an 
interesting letter on the work he is doing in Cuba and 
the direction which American charity toward Cubans 
may take most profitably. He says the responsibilities 
of American administration in Cu “In many respects 
are quite novel, dealing individually and collectively with 
a people differing fundamentally in racial type, and 
characteristics, speaking another language, and inherit- 
ing customs and peculiarities which must be studied 
and allowed for in organizing the political and economic 
affairs of the island. While very much of this work is 
of the highest interest, much of it also is dull, con- 
tinuous labor, involving unremitting attention and per- 
sistence, without faltering of energy or. weakening of 
purpose; such, for instance, as the vital matters of clean- 
ing and sanitation under every difficulty of a century- 
old accumulation of evils, a deficiency of material, in- 
adequate personnel, and « paucity and uncertainty as to 
funds. which for the present are derived from weekly 
and monthly requisitions on the variable custom house 
collections, thus multiplying the uncertainties and vexa- 
tions of the task.” He speaks particularly of the “Casa 
de las Vindas” or Home for Widows, where more than 
200 persons have a refuge. These widows have subsist- 
ed on pensions, but the pensions have not been paid for a 
year. The ladies are Spaniards and abindoned among 
an alien population. he women and children need 
clothing, nourishing and delicate food, books, periodi- 
cals, and the children schooling. Mrs. Ludlow has taken 
a strong interest in their welfare and would be very 
xlad to receive communications on the subject or such 
contributions of food, clothing, or money as might be 
forwarded.

SOME THINGS ACCOMPLISHED. 


With the adjournment of Congress at noon on Satur- 
day, March 4, closed a session in which matters of mili- 
tary and naval importance presented with commendable 
persistency have been considered, duly weighed, some 
found wanting and the majority rejected without suffi- 
cient reason. It cannot be eaid that the Army has fared 
well in the legislation enacted. Reorganization which 
promised so well at the opening of the session received 
a check in the last days and the final result is a make- 
shift measure of little real value to the Army in the 
way of reform, and which grudgingly extends to the 
Administration the power to maintain for a limited per- 
iod the military force required for the proper conduct of 
affairs in the newly acquired possessions. As a whole 
the Army bill is a decided disappointment and other 
legislation proposed for the designed improvement of the 
service has wholly failed. 

The narrow partisanship displayed in the House ap 
peared in the Senate to an even greater extent and the 
result was to precipitate a fight in which one party 
practically arrayed itself against the other. The effect 
was that a bill was forced through the Senate and al 
though obnoxious in all particulars to advocates of 
Army reorganization in the House, it was shoved 
through, not because it was a good measure, but to pro- 
vide some sort of relief to meet the present situation. 
It was a question of accepting the makeshift, crazy- 
quilt measure, or of an extra session of Congress, which 
both Houses wished to avoid. Aside from this bill 
there was practically little or nothing accomplished o1 
Army value or interest during the last session. The 
usual number of bills that make their appearance annu 
ally were presented and met with scant consideration. 

The Navy has been more liberally treated, and on the 
passage of a Naval Personnel bill the country and the 
service are to be congratulated. After years of pro- 
tracted struggle, in which various schemes have been 
devised and some presented, a plan to relieve stagnation 
in promotion and to correct existing and long. standing 
evils has been approved, and it is confidently anticipated 
that much good will follow. For twenty odd years it 
has been apparent to ali that the Navy was suffering 
from «a system of naval promotion so antiquated that 
officers grew gray, and palsied almost, before attaining 
command rank. Appeals for reform were unheeded 
petitions presented received but casual notice, until at 
last indifference and’ despair overtook the Navy, and 
hope was about abandoned. 

Then came the war with Spain; the call to duty and 
the Navy’s response with such brilliant achievements. 
Naval Personnel was demanded last December, and for 
three months the battle raged with periods of depression 
and exultation, that eventually ended in the reward long 
desired and the adoption of a bill which is now a law 
and the first of its kind since the Civil War. The meas- 
ure accepted, if not perfect, accomplishes cardina) pur- 
poses for which it was designed in the amalgamation of 
the line and Engineers, the quickening of promotion 
and the equalization of pay and rank. There is fault 
found with the bill, but that was to be expected. That 
it should please all was more than could be hoped for. 
Yet on the whole it is a good measure and answers well 
the purposes it has in view. It is unfortunate that the 
pay clause should have been so altered that officers will 
not receive the pay allowed those of corresponding 
grades in the Army when on shore, but this omission 
may be readily corrected at some future day. 

As a whole the Personnel bill is acceptable to the ma- 
jority of the Navy, and a step in advance has been 
taken. It is an omnibus scheme tending to benefit all 
branches of the Navy and not especially designed to 
increase the prestige or condition of any one in particu- 
lar. The Marine Corps is probably the greatest bene- 
ficiary. It gets all it asked for, but probably none too 
much considering its past services to the Government 
and the duties it may be called upon to perform as a 
result of recent conquests and the policy of expansion. 
We are glad that the passage of the Personnel bill has 
closed the discussion of a subject which has occupied 
so much attention in the Navy during the last three 
years. Accept it without complaint, and if hardships and 
inequalities result from it submit to them patiently until 
Congress has an opportunity to correct omissions and 
errors. 

The Navy secured all the important legislation that 
it asked for, including, in addition to the Personnel bill, 
an increase of the enlisted foree of both sailors and 
marines, an extension of the enlistment period from 
three to four years, provision for additional Pay- 
masters and some naval cadets, and the most liberal 
programme of ship construction ever authorized in the 
history of the new Navy’s development. In addition a 
large appropriation was granted for carrying on the 
work of rehabilitating the Naval Academy, and other 
matters for which the Department has contended many 
years have been acted on favorably. The record of Con- 
gress for the Navy was one of liberality and accom- 
panied with some surprises even to the personnel. The 
discontent which marked the personnel as a result of 
failure to adopt some relief measure has given way to 
one of satisfaction and complacence over their present 
status and future —— More rapid gs yg 
is assurred each afficer, more ships are to be built for 
them to command and more marines are auth 
meet the necessities of service in our new colonial 
sessions abroad. This has been all accomplished ma aly 


through the harmony that has prevailed, and yam

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INTERCONTINENTAL RAILWAY COMMISSION. 

The question of establishing more intimate relations 
between the countries of the Western hemisphere has oc- 
cupied attention for the past three-quarters of a cen- 
tury. In 1821 Simon Bolivar proposed a union for com- 
mon defence and four years later delegates were sent by 
President Adams to a Congress of American States at 
Panama, though they unfortunately arrived too late. The 
recommendations of this Congress were not adopted and 
another was held in 1847 at Lima, which resulted in 
agreements between representatives of Bolivia, Chili, 
Ecuador, New Granada, and Peru, which were not rati- 
lied by the several States named with the exception of 
New Granada, which ratified a consular convention. A 
congress Of Spanish-American republics was held at 
Santiago in 1856, and another at Lima in 1864, but they 
had no tangible result. Finally a congress was held at 
Montevideo in 1888-9. It was composed of jurists and 
was devoted exclusively to the southern half of the 
American continent. In none of these congresses did the 
United States take part. In 1880 a bill was introduced 
in Congress for the encouragement of closer commercial 
relations between the United States and the States of 
Mexico, Central and South America. This resulted in the 
adoption four years later of a law authorizing a travel- 
ing commission for this purpose and a recommendation 
by this commission for a tonference to promote com- 
mercial intercourse and to prepare some plan of arbitra- 
tion, 

This conference was authorized by an act of Congress 
and our neighbors were invited to send delegates to it. 
The ultimate result was a recommendation by a commit- 
tee on railway communication, representing eighteen gov- 
ernments of America, advising the building of an 
intercontinental railway. This led to the formation of 
the Intercontinental Railway Commission which has 
just presented its report in seven large octavo volumes, 
including maps. It is a grand work, very complete in 
its statements of fact, handsomely printed and illustrated 
with pictures of local scenes and characters. Lieut. R. M. 
G. Brown, U. 8. N., was appointed executive and dis- 
bursing officer of this commission, and Capt. E. Z. 
Steever, U. S. A., secretary. 

Three corps of engineers were put into the field, one 
composed almost entirely of officers of the U. S. Army, 
under the command of Capt. Steever, another under the 
direction of Mr. William F. Shunk, and the third under 
Mr. J. Imbrie Miller. The results of their labors are re- 
corded in a grand series of volumes published at the 
expense of the Government. Volume I. contains the re- 
port of Corps No. 1, relating to Guatemala, Salvador, 
Honduras, Nicaragua and part of Costa Rica; in Volume 
Il. that of Corps No, 2, relating to Costa Rica, Colombia 
and part of Ecuador; Volume III., Corps No. 3, referring 
to Ecuador and Peru. Each of these reports is accom- 
panied by a volume of maps and there is a seventh vol- 
ume giving maps, 





NEW CONSTRUCTION PLAN. 

While no decision has been reached, it is decided ten- 
tatively that the Navy Department will proceed to the 
purchase of armor for the three new battleships and 
four new monitors authorized last summer at the pres- 
ent rate of $400 a ton, paid for plates for the Kearsarge 
and Kentucky and the Alabama class of vessels. The 
failure of Congress to authorize a price that would en- 
able the Government to secure Krupp plates was a dis- 
‘ppointment and it is now felt that at least three ships 
tre to be built which will have protection inferior to 
that of a similar type of vessels building for the Rus- 
sion Navy in this country. ‘There is little doubt that 
the Department will be able to secure armor for the 
ships at the old rate, but it is greatly regretted that a 
Uperior quality cannot be procured because of a short- 
sighted policy of Congress in forcing upon the Govern- 
ment the alternative of purchasing the Harvey plates or 
ostponing their completion until authority is granted to 
ay a higher price. Capt. O’Neil, head of the Ordnance 
Bureau, will shortly bring the armor question to Secre- 
ary Long’s attention and it is understood he will rec- 








ommend that bids be asked for supplying the ‘necessary 
amount for the vessels in question without further de- 
lay. It has been learned that the armor purchased direct 
by Russia was contracted for at $625 a ton and that. the 
Cramps are paying $575 a ton for the armor of the new 
Russian battleship and cruiser building at their yards, 
Both the armor manufacturers offered to sell the same 
armor to this Government for $545.a ton. Congress, 
however, decided that $400 was all that armor is worth 
and the Government should not pay more for it. Unless 
contracts for the armor are made within a few months 
delays will follow in completing three battleships and 
four monitors. It has been estimated that the expenses 
for demurrage and caring of the vessels incident to delay 
in supplying armor promptly would practically equal the 
difference in cost between the Harvey and. Krupp plates. 
Every one will regret to see a new Maine built which 
will be in any respect inferior to what she might be 
made. The price for armor for the new vessels is fixed 
at $300 a ton. 
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A PRETTY STORY SPOILED. 


The recent appearance of statements attributing lack 
of ammunition in the magazines of the Olympia and other 
vessels of Admiral Dewey's squadron in the battle of 
Manila Bay, as the reason for drawing off for breakfast 
after the fight had been waged for two hours, are denied 
by officers of the Naval Ordnance Bureau, who have pre- 
pared a table under direction of Capt. O'Neil, showing 
that not only had the flagship and every other vessel an 
ample ammunition supply when the Spanish Admiral 
surrendered, but there were sufficient shot and shell left 
to have fought three more battles of equal length. A 
former naval! officer who published in a leading magazine 
what he represented to be the real facts connected with 
Admiral Dewey stopping the fight for breakfast, started 
the story and it was accepted so generally that the Ord- 
nance Bureau feels that the real facts should be known. 
The table prepared shows that of the 348 8-inch shells 
on the Olympia but 36 were expended in battle; of the 
589 5-inch but 281, or less than one-half, of the 7,080 
6-pounder shells, but 1,000, and of the 3,900 1-pounder 
only 361. ‘The littl Petre! fired 116 of her 390 6-inch 
shells; 313 of her 1,058 3-pounders and expended none at 
all of her 1-pounders. The Raleigh, which was in the 
fight from start to finish, used 58 of her 139 6-inch 
shells, 341 out of 906 5-inch, only 137 of 4,000 6-pound- 
ers, and 100 of her 1-pounder supply of 2,367. The Bos- 
ton threw 48 of her 8-inch projectiles and had 138 left 
after the battle, 162 6-inch and had left 248, of her 1,168 
6-pounders, she used but 220 and of the 3-pounders only 
256 shells, and had left 2,131. Of her 1-pounders 400 
were thrown at the enemy, leaving 1,712 in her shot 
lockers. 

Next to the Olympia more shells were thrown 
by the Baltimore than any other ship in the squadron. 
During the fight she expended 73 8-inch projectiles and 
had 211 remaining, of 6-inch projectiles 122 and had 454 
remaining, and of the 6-pounders she used 547 and had 
on hand 1,319 at the end of the battle. Not one of her 
3-pounders was used during the entire engagement, and 
but 692 1-pounders of the 4,120 on board. The Con- 
cord’s percentage of ammunition expended was less than 
that of some of the other ships. Her largest guns were 
6-inch, and during the whole period they were being oper- 
ated but 182 of these projectiles were loaded, leaving in 
her ammunition magazines 255. Her 6-pounders were 
kept going at a more lively rate and 220 shots were fired 
from the 938 rounds on board, also 120 of the 934 
3-pounders and 60 of the 1,310 37 mm. The total rounds 
of ammunition on board the squadron was 40,804, of 
which scarcely one-fourth of any class was used in the 
battle. In the entire fight it is shown by Capt. O’ Neil's 
table that but 157 8-inch projectiles were used out of 
818; 635 6-inch projectiles out 1,952, and 622 5-inch out 
of 1,495. The number of 6-pounder projectiles fired is 
considered large, but this was due to the fact that toward 
the close of the fight the American ships closed in so 
near the enemy that the smaller guns could be worked to 
great advantage. Yet with a large number of these guns 
working on each ship there were expended only 2,124 
6-pounder projectiles out of 14,961 on the ships. The 
3-pounders were used in about the same ratio to the 
number on hand, 689 being expended out-of 5,379. When 
the ships went into action 15,772 1-pounders were in the 
magazines and when the fight was over 14,139 were re- 
maining. Just 5,860 of all classes of projectiles were 
fired during the entire fight out of the 40,377 on hand, 
or only 148-10 per cent. No ammunition had been sent 
to the Asiatic squadron during the six months preceding 
March 31, 1898. 
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The deepest sounding on record has been obtained by 
the officers of the surveying ship Penguin (Captain 
Field), which recently returned to Sydney from her work 
in the vicinity of the Tonga Islands. Between Tonga 
and Auckland a sounding was obtained at the depth of 
4,762 fathoms, the patent sounding machine supplied 
to all ships of war being used for the purpose. The tem- 
perature at this depth was 35.5 degrees, as compared 
with 82 degrees at the surface of the water. A depth of 
4,655 futhoms had been found previously off the coast of 
Japan by Commander Blake, U. 8, N.; 4,561 fathome 
off Porto Rico, by Lieut. Comdr, Brownson, U. 8. N. 
This depth of 4,655 has been questioned because the 
wire broke and no specimens were brought up, but there 
was a record on deck the moment the wire stopped run- 
ning out. The previous day the wire broke at 4,411 
fathoms. Specimens were obtained two days before at 
depths of 4,360 and 4,356 fathoms. These soundings 
were made by the U. 8. S. Tuscarora in June, 1873, be- 
tween Yokohama, Japan, and Tanaga Islands, Aleutian 
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Group. There was aléo a sounding of 4,643 fathoms 
when the wire broke before reaching bottom. 
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Experience in the Arctic regions has led to the con- 
clusion that no exertion of human powers is likely to be 
sufficient to overcome the tremendous strain of the last 
250 miles without heat or proper food and with no aid to 
muscular exertion in the heavy work of passing a sled 
over the ice hummocks. Several years ago the editor 
of the Journal was invited to join a party, which ex- 
pected to make the Pole in three months from New 
York by a yacht provided with sled runners, By using 
the yacht alternately as water craft and ice boat the 
projector hoped to make at least 100 miles a day after 
reaching the ice. The expedition never sailed, the ter- 
rors of hummocky ice being too much for the nerves of 
the party, but we agreed with the projector (an old 
Arctic sailor) that the last fearful lap to the Pole is not 
likely to be made unless some means can be found to 
give the adventurers rest, warmth and good food while 
on the way. Admiral Makaroff, of the Russian Navy, 
suggests the use of an ice boat to cut a channel through 
the Polar ice, as already noted in the Journal, and this is 
another method of accomplishing the same result of giv- 
ing the explorers a warm and well stored retreat when 
off duty. His plan is taking shape to the extent of 
building a 10,000 horse power ice-breaker with which 
experiments will be made in the Kara Sea. He thinks 
it would be necessary to have two such ships to go into 
the middle of the Arctic Ocean; they had now built one, 
and the trial of it would show how much the ice-breaker 
could do in the polar ice, which he should try if cireum- 
stances did not interfere. He did not think that going 
with the ice-breaker into the polar region it would be 
necessary to keep a straight course and cut the ice; he 
believed that the ship would go in a “zig-zag” line, shap- 
ing her course between ice floes. In some cases it would 
be necessary to apply the full power, but in other places 
the ship would proceed easily. He had spoken on this 
subject with Capt. Sverdrup of the Fram and Dr. Nan- 
sen. Capt. Sverdrup was entirely of his opinion, but Dr. 
Nansen did not wish to express his views; he only said 
that he wished him success, and he would be the first to 
congratulate him upon it. In a lecture before the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh, he suggested a systematic ad- 
vance on the Pole with division of the work between the 
nations. Russia might take Okotsk Sea, Behring Sea, 
Black Sea, White Sea, Kara Sea, and Finnish Gulf; 
England the Atlantic; the United States the Northern 
Pacific; Germany, the Indian Ocean; France the South 
Pacific; and Sweden and Norway the North Sea, Baltic, 
and Arctic Sea. Bvery nation could extract the informa- 
tion in regard to temperature from ships’ log-books, put 
it into tables of approved description, and send it to the 
corresponding nations, and from time to time the infor- 
mation could be published for the use of scientists and 
seamen of all nations. 








One stone dock was the result of the controversy be- 
tween Congress and the Navy Department over the 
question as to the superiority of the masonry over the 
wood type of basins. Secretary Long and Admiral Bn- 
dicott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, urgent- 
ly presented the subject to both committees of Congress 
and asked that the law be changed so as to authorize 
three stone docks in place of the three timber docks pro- 
vided for last summer, The timber dock advocates, how- 
ever, were too strong and succeeded, as they have al- 
ways done, with the assistance of a lobby, in defeating 
the stone dock adherents, The two timber docks are to 
be located as heretofore stated in the Journal, at League 
Island and Mare Island, and the stone dock at the Ports- 
mouth (N. H.) Navy Yard. This will give the Navy two 
magnificent masonry docks in New England and one at 
Mare Island, where all but the larger ships can be taken 
in. The Portsmouth dock will be of similar dimensions 
io that now in construction at the Boston Navy Yard. 
The timber docks will exceed in size those of similar 
construction in the country. 
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During the discussion on the Army appropriation bill 
Mr. Hull called the attention of the House to the fact 
that one-third of the old Army goes out in a little while. 
Mr. Fitzgeraid, of Massachusetts, said: “The War De- 
partment issued orders within two or three weeks author- 
izing the discharge of all the men in the Regular service 
who were. then within the United States and who had 
enlisted in the Army for the war. All these men served 
faithfully, withstood all the dangers and horrors of the 
campaign, and, in my judgment, are at least equally de- 
serving with the Volunteers in the State regiments who 
will receive this two months’ additional pay. A great 
many of these boys came from my own city; and I might 
add here that I think Massachusetts furnished more 
men, either if you consider the number of men enlisted 
as members of the Volunteer State regiments or those 
who enlisted in the Regular Army from that State, than 
any other State in the Union.” Mr. Fitezgerald’s amend- 
ment allowing the discharged Regulars two monthe’ 
extra pay was rejected. 
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Our friends who may have occasion to telegraph to 
the Army and Navy Journal, for information are re- 
minded that the cable companies require prepayment of 
despatchés, unless arrangements are made by the person 
sending the despatches for payment of the reply mes- 
sage at his end of the line. During the past week we 
have been asked to send replies to cablegrams, the toll 
on which amounted to $364.25, and in no casé were the 
despatches asking for information signed with any indi- 
vidual name. To avoid disappointment it will be neces- 
sary for those telegraphing to atrange for the payment 
of the return message.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Navy Department continues to make every effort 
to send small vessels to Admiral Dewey, and the gun- 
boat Wheeling, which has just arrived at Vancouver 
from Alaska, will go to Manila as soon as possible. The 
Vixen will be fitted out for the same service and per- 
oe the little Mayflower also. It is necessary to estab- 
lish a cordon around the island of Luzon to defeat the 
efforts of speculators in China to supply arms and am- 
munition to the insurgents. 

Rear Adml, Dewey has informed the Navy Depart- 
ment that he has deposited 18,000 tons of coal at Ca- 
vite, Manila, making that point a first-class coaling sta- 
tion, 

Lord Brassey’s “Naval Annual,” when issued this 
year, will contaim an important article on the United 
States Navy, by Lieut. Comdr. Beekler, of the Naval 
Intelligence Department at Washington, The “United 
Service Magazine” for March contains a most interest- 
ing peat on “Machine Guns in the Spanish-American 
War,” Lieut. John H. Parker, U. 8S. A., who was in 
pe of the guns of this class in the war in Cuba. 

The position of Superintendent of the Engineering 
Department of the Mare Island Navy Yard will become 
vacant in September of the present ged by the retire- 
ment of the present incumbent, and the officer to be

The auxiliary cruiser Yosemite will be ready to sail 
for her destination in the course of a few weeks, and 
going first to Manila she will proceed to Guam to be- 
come the station ship at that far-distant station of the 
United States.

Their 
hulls were all in fine condition, and it took little time 
when they were on the ways to get them cleaned and 
properly patched. The a ines all around were found to 
be in excellent shape. They had all been coated heav- 
ily with oil when the ships went down. To this there 
had been added quickly a deposit of fine mud which 
acted as a fairly satisfactory protection, so that there 
was very little rust. All the ships were well s “oo 
with ammunition, quantities of it being found in al their 
magazines, They also had their bunkers well filled with 
good Cardiff coal. The Cuba and Luzon are English 
built steel, twin-screw vessels of about 1,300 tons.

In his memoirs entitled “A French Volunteer in the 
War of Independence,” the Chevalier de Pontgibaud 
tells how the redoubtable Paul Jones was once put to 
flight.

THE NAVY RATION. 

The United States Navy has four different rations, 
each with a number of permitted variations. Ration No.

‘4g pint beans or peas; variation No, 6, 1% Ibs.. fresh 
meat, fresh vegetables; variation No. 7, 144 Iba. fresh 
meat, 4% lb. rice; variation No. 8, 144 lbs, fresh meat, } 
pint beans or peas. Ration No, 2—1 Ib. salt beef, % tb. 
flour, 2 oz. dried fruit; variation No. 1, 1 Ib. salt beef, 
fresh vegetables; variation No. 2, 1% Ibs. fresh meat, 
fresh vegetables; variation No, 3, 1% lbs. fresh meat, '. 
ib, flour (may be either wheat, rye, cornmeal, oatmeal or 
hominy), 2 oz. dried fruit; variation No. 4, % Ib. pre 
served meat, fresh vegetables; variation No. 5, % Ib.

No. 4—% Ib. preserved meat, 2 oz. butter, 6 oz. desiccated 
tomatoes; variation No. 1, % Ib. preserved meat, 2 oz. 
butter, 6 oz. canned tomatoes. Phe quantity of fresh 
vegetables authorized is to be equal in value to “any or 
all of the articles ustially issued with the salted meats,” 
for which they may be substituted. The allowance 
fixed for issue is 144 lbs. per ration. Dried fruit may be 
either dried apples, peaches, raisins, currants, prunes, 
figs, dates, or any other dried fruit. Preserv meat 
— roast or compressed ‘beef, Chicago corned beef, 
fresh mutton, or any other canned preserved meat, ham, 
bacon, sausage, salt fish, and any other salted or 
smoked preserved meat. In addition to the above the 
daily allowance of 14 ounces of biscuit can be varied by 
the substitution of one pound of soft bread, or one pound 
of flour (may be either wheat, rye, cornmeal, oatmeal or 
hominy), or. one-half pound of rice. The combinations 
for variation of the ration are increased accordingly. 
The daily allowance of two ounces of coffee may be 
varied by the issue of one-half ounce of tea or two ounces 
of cocoa instead, 
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“The chapel question is active again in the Naval Acad 
emy, or rather outside of it. ‘The present Chaplain, 
Rev. H. H. Clark, is a Methodist minister, and while 
conducting services according to the form prescribed by 
his own church, adds such portions of the liturgy of the 
Episcopal Church as he deems suitable, and, also, 
preaches in his gown of Doctor of Divinity.

An- 
other subject, which is up again is the asserted refusal 
of the Superintendent to allow cadets to worship outside 
of the grounds even when requested to do so by their 
parents. A delegation of Presbyterian clergymen waited 
on the President last week to lay the matter before him.

Her death was 
due to nervous prostration, ee an attack of the 
grip. Mrs. Langdon was a native of Brooklyn, her fa- 
ther, Mr. W. G. Creamer, being a wealthy inventor and 
manufacturer of railroad machinery. rs. gdon 
was married in 1867 to Capt. Langdon, he then being 
Captain, Ist U. 8S. Artillery. She spent twenty-seven 

ears of her married life at various Army posts with her 

usband. Later when Col. Langdon was commanding at 
Fort Hamilton, she did much to revive the social and 
religious life of the pest and was mainly instrumental in 
building the new brick Episcopal Church of St. John, re- 
ores the historic structure. Mrs. Langdon was great- 
interested in local charities and actively engaged in 
the work of Grace Episcopal Church on the Heights, 
with which she became connected when she and her hus- 
band moved to Brooklyn in 1894. Her husband and two 
sons survive her; the eldest, William C. Langdon, died 
in 1879. Those remaining are Lieut. Russell C. Langdon, 
8th U. 8. Inf., and Armand C, Langdon, who is a stu- 
dent in the Polytechnic Institute. The remains were in- 
terred in Greenwood Cemetery. 

Col. William R. Gibson, U. 8. A., retired, who died at 
Philadelphia, March 1, served as a — storekeeper 
of the Quartermaster’s Department from 1858 to 1861, 
when he vacated the position to accept Ley my as 
Additional Paymaster. He was appointed to the Regu- 
lar establishment in 1867, attained the grade of Colonel 
and Assistant Paymaster General, Jan. 3, 1 and 
was retired three days later for disability incurred in the 
line of duty. 

Mrs. Winslow, wife of Lieut. Comdr. Herbert Wins- 
low, U. S. N., on duty at the Newport Naval Training 
Station, died suddenly March 3, at Rochester, N. Y., 
where she was visiting relatives. Mrs, Winslow was an 
unusua)ly charming woman and a great favorite in naval 
circles, 

Albert Hosmer Craney, mana 
Hotel, was born in New York City, Jan. 16, 1840. His 
early life was spent in New Haven, Conn. uring the 
Civil War he conducted the Bbbitt House at Washing- 
ton, D. C., which was at the time the headquarters for 
Army and Navy Officers, and during this period Mr. 
Craney formed friendships which were renewed upon 
his coming to West Point in 1875 and assuming the 
management of the West Point Hotel. His death oc- 
curred Feb, 27. 

Asst. Naval Constructor Robert Dashiell, who died in 
Washington, D. C., March 8, of cerebro spinal meningi- 
tis, was graduated from the Naval Academy in 1884, He 
was a very bright young officer, an ordnance expert, and 
an authority on the subject of docks. He was taken ill 
March 5, and sank rapidly. He leaves a widow and 
three young children.

LEGAL DECISIONS. 

The following opinion has been rendered by the Attor- 
ney General on the effect of the Naval Personnel act, in 
a communication addressed to the Secretary of the Navy, 
who asked for an interpretation of certain clauses. The 
letter is as follows: “I have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of yours of the 6th instant, in which you refer to 
the act of Congress approved March 3, 1899 entitled ‘An 
act to reorganize the Navy, etc.’ You quote certain pro- 
visions of the said act and submit for my opinion the 


following question: 

“*Whether the words, ‘when at the end of any fiscal 
year,’ as employed in Section 8 and ‘ should it be found 
at the end of any fiscal year’ as usual used in Section 9 
of the act indicated, apply to the current fiscal year or 
whether it is the intent of the act that one complete 
fiscal year shall elapse before the voluntary or compul- 
sory retirement provided for in the two sections cited are 


to be made. 

“Undoubtedly «a complete fiscal year must elapse before 
the retirements provided for in the two sections referred 
to can be made, but, in my opinion, a proper construc- 
tion of the language of the act does not lead to the con- 
clusion that the full fiscal year must elapse after the 

ge of the law. The law is now in force, and the 
ll in both sections, is ‘at the end of any fiscal 
year. There can be no other reasonable interpretation 
than that this applies to the end of any fiscal year occur- 
ring after the passage of the act, not that the whole of 
the fiscal year shall elapse during the existence of the 
act, but that the end of the fiscal year shall occur after 
the act goes into effect. The fiscal year, as est blished 
by the laws of the United States, begins on the first day 
of July, and ends on the 30th of June next following. 
My opinion is that the provisions of this act, which went 
into effect on the day of its approval, apply as well to 
the current fiscal year, which ends on the 30th of June 
next, as to any fiscal year in the future whilst the law is 
in existence.” ‘ 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has rendered a_deci- 
sion. in which he denies the request of Lieut. L. C. 
Lueas, Marine Corps, for commutation of quarters while 
on duty at San Juan and not occupying Government 
quarters. The Comptroller holds that Lieut. Lucas is 
evidently not entitled to commutation, as he is an offi- 
cer serving with hig troops and is therefore provided 


quarters in the field, 





THE SITUATION AT MANILA. 


The Senator and Ohio transports arrived and the 22d 
Infantry is now all at Manila. The insurgents expect 
Gen. Otis to resume active operations when the other 
transports arrive and are throwing up defences in all 
directions. They are said to be levying men and sup- 
plies also, which does not please the tribes, They seem 
to have secured a new supply of smokeless powder and 
are making use of it. As they appeared to be concen- 
trating near the reservoir detachments from the 20th 
Infantry, Ist Nebraska, 1st Wyoming and four guns of 
the Utah Battery attacked them and after two hours’ 
fighting drove them to the Pasig River. When we re- 
turned to camp the insurgents reoccupied their old 
ground. This was an operation of more than usual! impor- 
tance, but the troops appear to be kept on the qui vive 
all the time. One corsennenteee reports that the Fili- 
pinos are fully alive to the fact that Mausers have a 
much longer range than the Springfields, and are con- 
stantly taking “pot shots” in comparative safety. 

Near San Pedro Macati the Filipinos have tried to 
make the positions of the 6th Artillery on the hills un- 
tenable, their sharpshooters keeping up a constant fire, 
but the guns scatter them whenever they are turned on 
the trene 

The losses of the Filipinos are given by the corre- 
spondents as very large. After the affair near the reser- 
voir, for instance, these gentlemen reported that Gen. 
Hale, who sent out a strong reconnoitering party, esti- 
mated that 250 of the enemy were found in the jungle. 

The Philippine Commission has arrived, except Mr. 
Denby. Manila is reported quiet with business improv- 
ing. While engaged in landing. a Gatling gun Asst. 
Engr. Emery Winship, of the gunboat Bennington, was 
wounded in both legs by a volley from the shore. 

On Saturday, February 25, the Grant arrived at 
Colombo, Ceylon, and a press despatch from that place 
said “General Lawton received a cablegram from Major 
General Otis, in charge of the American military forces 
in the Philippines, saying: ‘Situation critical. Your 
early arrival necessary.’ The fact that such a despatch 
was received by General Lawton was not confirmed by 
the War Department, but a despatch from General Law- 
ton was given out which says: “Situation unchanged 
since last cable; no serious illness; sick improving. Sail 
to-night. Singapore 5th.” A report that Dewey had 
sunk a German warship and that foreign vessels were 
landing marines completed a list of rumors that made 
the week one of the most exciting for many months. 
The landing of a few marines daily is probably true, but 
has no significance, and probably has been going on dur- 
ing all our occupation. . 

Gol. Potter has returned from the island of Cebu which 

was occupied Feb. 22 by a party from the Petrel, Comdr. 
C. C. Cornwell, who first sent a message to the island 
announcing his intention to take possession. e in- 
surgents evacuated the place at once. A battalion of 
the 23d Inf. was sent to take permanent possession, and 
this act of General Otis is indicative of a ae feeling 
at Manila. The battalion landed March 3 without op- 
position. A battalion of the 1st California Infantry, 
which was sent to the island of Negros under command 
of Col. Smith, was received with enthusiastic greetings 
by the inhabitants of Bacolod, the capital of Negros Isl- 
and. An hour after landing Capt. Tilly, of the Signal 
Corps, opened the cable to Iloilo, exchanging greetings 
with Gen. Miller. 
At Iloilo matters have been quiet, no further fighting 
taking place. The inhabitants are returning to the city 
and business is reviving. The surrender of Iloilo bids 
fair to have an excellent influence upon other islands. 

Picket firing and desultory fighting continue at Manila, 
though no serious affair has occurred. Still, the losses 
from that source are not to be disregarded. Since the 
fires in the city, Feb. 22, the losses are reported to have 
been 10 killed and 78 wounded. 

Some insurgents stationed in a church in Guadelupe 
were shelled by the little gunboat Laguna de Bay March 
1, and by Lieut. Scott's battery, 6th Art. A number of 
the natives: were killed. A battalion of the Ist Cali- 
fornia Inf., under command of Col. Smith, embarked 
March 1 on the transport St. Paul for Negros Island. 
The St. Paul also had on board the Negros Commis- 
sioners, who are returning home. Advices from Iloilo 
say that Chaplain Lewis W. Leland, of the ist Ten- 
nessee Inf., died there of smallpox. 

The insurgents in Malabon fired upon the Callao while 
Admiral Dewey was visiting the Monadnock and the 
monitor was ordered to shell the church which sheltered 
them. The building was demolished. 

The losses in the fire in Manila were sixty buildings 
of stone, 150 substantial wooden structures with iron 
roofs and 8,000 nipa houses of the natives burned. 

Gen. Otis reports, March 2, the arrival of the Morgan 
City, which sailed with the Scandia, The Morgan City 
carried 200 mules, all of which arrived in good condi- 
tion,

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With reference to the number of deaths from variola 
or smallpox, mentioned in General Otis’s weekly mor- 
tality report. Surgeon General Sternberg said that 
there were no additional precautions to be taken 
in connection with the spread of the disease. Everything 
possible has been done and every preventive measure 
taken. The troops at Manila have been vaccinated and 
each regiment thoroughly searched for persons who have 
not taken advantage of this guard against smallpox. In 
one instance a regiment was canvassed four times in or- 
der that every one should be vaccinated. When a case 
appears the patient is at once isolated and proper meas- 
ures taken to effect a cure and prevent the contagion 


from spreading,

The number of officers of Volunteers provided for by 
the new Army bill, assuming that the Army is recruited 
to the maximum of 100,000 enlisted men, is as follows: 
Major Generals, 5; Brigadier Generals, 19; Colonels. 
cavalry 3, infantry 27; Lieutenant Colonels, cayalry 3. 
infantry 27, staff 6; Majors, cavalry 8, infantry 81, staff 
70; Captains, cavalry 42, infantry 378, staff 21; ist 
Lieutenants, cavalry 48, infantry 432, staff 9; 2d Lieu- 
tenants, cavalry 39, infantry 324, staff 9. Total, line. 
1,410 officers; staff, total, 103 officers. The organization 
of the infantry of the Regular Army into three bat- 
talions adds the following officers to the number given 
in the Army Register of 1898: Majors 50, Captains 10. 
1st Lieutenants 100, 2d Lieutenants 50, total 300 offi- 
cers of infantry. 

A Fort Huachuca correspondent says: “Orders are re- 
ceived to allow those members of the 25th Inf. to take 
their discharge who are entitled to it under their enlist- 
ment last year; they were to be discharged Feb. 28.

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CANDIDATES FOR SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 

Twenty thousand applications have been received at 
the War Department for appointment from civil life to 
2d Lieutenants in the Army. The number of appoint- 
ments to be made are 101, and consequently 19,899 will 
be disappointed aspirants for military honor. The exam- 
ination of candidates for appointment will be the same 
as that last May, when applicants were examined for 
service in the war with Spain. G, O,. No. 35, May 6, 
1898, published in the Journal of May 14, 1898, p. 719, 
still governs these appointments. It provides as fol- 
lows: 

I—No person shall be examined unless he has a letter 
from the War spepaxsenent authorizing his examination. 
if the candidate has been graduated at an institution 
where he received military instruction, he must present 
a diploma or a recommendation from the faculty of the 
institution, If a member of the National Guard, he must 
present recommendations from the proper National 
Guard authorities. . 

1J—Every candidate will be subjected to a rigid physi- 
cal examination. The board will inquire and report 
concerning each applicant whether he is of good moral 
character or addicted to the use of intoxicating liquors. 

IIl—No candidate will be examined who is under 21 
or over 27 years of age; who is not a citizen of the 
United States. 4 ei 

1V—The board being satisfied as to these preliminary 
points, will proceed to examine each candidate separate- 


ly 
“1. In his knowledge of English grammar, and his abil- 
ity to read, write, and spell with facility and correctness. 

» In his knowledge of arithmetic, and his ability to 
apply its rules to all practical questions; in his knowl- 
edge of the use of logarithms, and ability to apply them 
to questions of practice; in his knowledge of algebra, to 
include the solut.cn of simp e equations, and in his know]- 
edge of geometry, plane trigonometry, and the elements 
of surveying. 

3. In his knowledge of geography, particularly in ref- 
erence to the northern continent of America. 

4. In his knowledge of the outlines of general history, 
and particularly the history of his own country. 

5. In his knowledge of the Constitution of the United 
States and the organization of the Government under it, 
and the elements of international law. 

G. The board, having examined into the mental quali- 
fications of each candidate and his character for sobrie- 
ty and fidelity, will also inquire into his general qualifi- 
cations, aptitude, and probable efficiency as an officer of 


the Army. ; 

V—In awarding marks the board will give to each sub- 
ject in the examination the relative weight given in the 
form following below. No candidate will be passed by 


the board who shall not have attained an average of 65 
per cent. in each subject of examination and a general 
average of at least 70 per cent.

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ARMY LIFE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
lloilo, P. L, Jan, 20, 1899. 

One of the pleasant things that may be said of this 
place is regarding its climate, which is not bad. To be 
sure, this praise is negative in character, but one does 
not look for the actual presence of good qualities in either 
land or people here, but rather for the absence of bad 
ones. And that is true of the climate here. While not 
actually good, still it is not bad. This is the hottest part 
of the year, but the ple on neither transports nor the 
men-of-war, in port, have suffered from heat. The pre- 
vailing wind from the Pacific blows most of the day and 
keeps the air stirring so constantly that the heat is not 
felt. It is much better here than at Manila, where the 
city, being in the lee of the high land beach of it, no 
breeze from the Pacific reaches it. 

The trip from here to Manila is a most pictu ue one, 
as the way winds through the islands of the ipelago 
all the distance. Sometimes the winding way is so nar- 
row that one can throw a stone to either shore. These 
shores are most beautiful in their al verdure and 
foliage. The voyage is well worth the aking. There 
were until within a few months daily steamers from here 
to Manila, but the commerce has greatly suffered from 
the unsettled state of affairs and intercourse and mails 
are now most uncertain quantities. 

Everything at present, however, is in a quieter state 
than two weeks ago. For more than a month the people 
of the town, that is, the natives, have been living on 
lighters anchored off the town. Last week the Petrel 
moved up from her former anchorage down the bay, to a 
new one, south of the town, just below the sandspit on 
which stands the fort. She in her new position was right 
abreast this fleet of launches or lighters of the refugees. 
Her arrival in their immediate vicinity seemed to assure 
the people seeking security afloat that the Americans 
had come in peace and not in war, and they have been 
gradually returning to their homes ashore. At the same 
time warlike preparations have been kept up by the sol- 
diers. From the ships one can plainly see them throwing 
up rifle pits along the shore. At the entrance to the river 
they have sunk lighters across the channel and also sunk 
the buoys marking the course. However, these defences 
seemed very petty and ineffectual] to one familiar with 
the Baltimore’s guns, if they were trained against the 
shore. That ship now lies on the other side of the har- 
bor from the Petrel, each ship taking care of and stand- 
ing guard over the adjacent shore. The Concord failed 
to materialize and we learn that her sroepe went back 
to their barracks ashore. One was forcibly reminded 
by her case of the running rhyme of the “King of 
France and his thousand men, who marched up the hill 
and down again.” ‘ 

On the.14th a mail from home was received with the 
President’s message. His policy toward the Philippines, 
as outlined in it, was of course of vital interest to our 
people here. The fooling prevails, however, that as much 
as it might be wished his ideas of a on of peace 
cannot be carried out. It does not appeal to the people 
of this country. It will take centuries to educate them 
up to this sort of thing. It’s very pretty on paper and 
sounds well, but the practice is d It and well-nigh 
impossible. The poser of mind over matter is not to 
gained among these people. Force of arms they will 
recognize, but not force of mind,

Notwithstanding this, however, 
the health of the men in troopships and men-of-war is 
excellent. 

From the little island across from Guanivas come the 
bumboats with vegetables, fruit, eggs, etc., which serves 
to help out the ships’ tinned provisions. The Indiana 
eame in the other day and brought fresh beef for all.
